The Political Economy CMi hold a 
Tory interesting, profitable and well 
attendwl mooting last ovenlnit in tho 
Smoking-room of tho Arts Building.

Jones was called upon to addtcis the 
meeting upon "Immigration.'' 

Mr. .lones, who Is ono of tho proin- 
nent Canadian authorities on this 
subject, l)eKRn by giving a genorol 
statement of the problem; It is a 
basic problem of our economic, social 
and educational system, and fannot 
be Ignored by any student of r're.sent 
conditions in Canada. As an econ- 
omic nuestion, ImmlRrotion might bo 
rogar<lcd as being caused by thiî "call 
of tho dinner pall" — a desiro for bet- 
ter living conditions which are hoped 
for In tho new land. As a sipplc- 
montal issue, transportation, tho 
housing problem, labor unions, edu- 
cation, the reconstruction made ■ ces- 
sary in local society by tho i. .tlux of 
new pooples, all must be considered. 

Viewed from a social ..atandpolnt, 
probably education and assimilation 
take primary rank. Canada must 
train these raw, untutored youths, 
fresh from the Old World, with all its 
traditions and customs hindering 
tholr forward progress, to be true 
citizens of our great commonwoauth. 
How Is this to he hroiight iit)out? 
By an efficiiuit school system and by 
permitting and by inducing theso 
mon and women to mix with Cana- 
dian people, and to realize fully tihc 
great opportunities open to them, and 
also the great rosponsibillUcs dovol- 
vont upon them in this new country. 
Tho HiH>aker gave statistics to back 
up his statements, showing that tho 
greatest percentage of otir criminals 
wore foreigners, and that the reaeon 
of these men's downfall was to a 
great extent their Illiteracy and their 
Inability to break away from th-; 
conventions ot European peasant 
society. 

Mr. Jones proceeded to point out. 
that our present standards of imiul- 
gratlon were stridor than previous to 
the war, and that the typo of iranii- 
grant is much suiicrior to that for- 
merly received into Canada, and 
probably due to more stringent regu- 
lations, superior to the class enterlns 
the United States. Certain cla.ssos 
are forbidden admittance, as arc also 
(iemians and .\uBtrians, unless hold- 
ing citizenship papers of another 
nation. These immigrants must bo 
In a state of continual travel; their 
papers must date from the country of 
tholr iiaHoiializatloii; if for reasons 
of physical disability they are de- 
ported, their transportation charges 
aro refunded. Mr. Jones strongly 
advocated tho establishment of Cana- 
dian medical staffs at the various 
pointa of departure overseas, thus sav- 
ing tho voyager the possibility of 
being rejected on this side and hav- 
ing to repeat his tedious Jouruoy, 
homeward. 

Tho speaker spoko very favorably 
of the work being done by the V.W. 
C.A. and Y.M.C'.A. at tho ports of di«- 
ombarkatioii, and dosed with a vivid 
description of the ambitions, of thd 
dreani.s, of tho omotlona of tho immi- 
grant as he leaves his connections in 
the Old Land, for the promise held 
out In tho new — truly ho constitutes 
a human' problem. 

Dr. ly<'ac()ck In conimcntlug upon 
tho previous spoakor's paper, dwelt 
upon the clarity and force of his

STUDENT LEADERS 

The average college student is usually very diffident about mak- 
ing a di.splay of his private feelings. The gregarious instinct of youth 
causes him to ••ink Ins individuality and personal convictions in the 
general trend ol bUidcni opminn. Mc has the utmost horror of bcinx 
thought "queer" or "different" — his one hope and desire is to ap- 
proximate as closelv as possible to the rest of his fellows. 

This leads to a condition of monotony which is only rarely relieved 
by the strong-minded attitude of one of those natural born leaders 
who appear around cverv campus once in so many years. Such a 
person has none the less the characteristics ol a hero (in the Carlylian 
sense) bct-au.sc his following is entirely composed of beardless stu- 
dents. The essentials arc the same, the quick perception, the organ- 
izing P'^^^'^^'" ready gift of words, whatever may be the means 
by which the campus leader exerts his influence. 

The power and authority exercised by such men is really remark- 
able. Nil MiK' v;in I'-viipc e.xcrtinK an influence any more than he 
can avoid casting u ^hadow on a sunny day. Compared tu the influ- 
ence of the outstaiiding student — that of the professor is weak and 
insipid. The student leader is amongst his own kind, the desires and 
aspirations, ilu hopes and tears of the great student-body are known 
to him and these are the chord:, upon whicli he strikes. 

Such men arc at once the hope and the danger of college life. 
If their influence he tor good there is no means of cstimatinR the 
benefits they are capable ot bringing to corporate college life. If, 
however, they arc warped within themselves, if their i"deals and their 
desires are impure, they present a grave menace to the safety of the 
university which harbors them. 

To-day at AkGill there are undoubtedly a few men who are ear- 
marked for greatness. They command a ready following in what- 
ever they undertake. They arc vested with certain powers but also, 
let them remember, with grave responsibilities. It is not too much 
to say that they can make or destroy the soul of their university. Let 
us hop? that they will always wisely exercise their far-reaching power.
